"Prenatal Care" 


Though child-birth Is no longer the 


dreaded ordeal of former years, too 
little attention is placed upon the 
need of thorough prenatal care. 
I 


am confident that many of the trag- 
edies of child-birth can be traced to 
neglect before the baby is born. 
ID 


many instances, no doubt, the ex- 
pectant mother was ignorant of the 
necessity for care during this period. 
In consequence she was not given 
the proper advice and instructions for 
this important part of her experience. 


What is meant by "prenatal care"? 
By this Is meant care of the mother 


during the months that she Is preg- 
nant. Too often no physical exam- 
ination is made. The young woman 
Is allowed to proceed wflh her preg- 
nancy, not knowing the, many dan- 
gers that may confront her. 


The weight of the mother should 


be carefully watched during the pre- 
natal period. No woman should gain 
more than twenty-five pounds during 
the nine months of pregnancy. An 
excessive Increase in weight may be

Diet important, Too 


During the prenatal period, the ex- 


pectant mother should become fa- 
miliar with the hygiene of pregnancy. 
Her diet should be simple, nutritious 
and well balanced. Overeating should 
be avoided. When nausea and vom- 
iting are present, food should he 
taken at more frequent intervals but 
in small amounts. 
It is wise to avoid overexertlon, 


ac-k or slf-ep and long automobile or 
train rides. The clothing- should be 
:oose and warm. A maternity corset 
may be worn. Comfortable and well- 
fitted shoes with low heels and broad 
toes will promote comfort. 
The at- 


tending physician should be seen at 
least once a month in the first half 
of the prenatal period and twice a 
month in the second half. 


I have endeavored to point out a 


few of the high lights of what is in- 
cluded In prenatal care. At a later 
date, I shall write about "post par- 
turn" care, care after the baby ar- 
rives.
